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4. On 8 July 1950, Predrag STAMBUK vent illegally to Zagreb to bring out of 
Yugoslavia gold hidden hy the Ustash. He had formulated this plan with Professor 
Krunoslav DRAGAHOVIC, a member of the Ustashe at the Vatican, and Nikola MILOSEVIC, 
secretary of the St. Jeronim Association in the Vatican and a brother of Nada. 
Predrag STAMBUK was apprehended and sentenced to five years in prison in Zagreb. 
After his arrest, Nada MILOSEVIC STAMBUK left him. Eduard STAMBUK, the father of 
Predrag, a forwarding agency in Trieste which sends gift packages to Yugoslavia. 
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
